What It Is to Be a Christian. 

[Texjt—Mark 2:14.] 

The great and chief mission of 
Christ on earth was to take Indi¬ 
viduals and transform them. He 
was constantly pointing out the 
importance of personal responsi¬ 
bility, He was constantly driving 
home the necessity of personal re¬ 
generation. He sought the indi¬ 
vidual more than he did the mass¬ 
es, And through the power of per¬ 
sonal integrity and regeneration, 
He sought to accomplish the moral I 
and religious reconstruction of hu¬ 
man society. If our community 
is to be made better, it rests upon 
the greater degree of personal 
righteousness that we are willing 
to, and do put into it. The solu¬ 
tion of all our difficulties lies in 
the settlement of every man’s per¬ 
sonal relation to Christ. For every 
man to respond to the call of 
Christ, follow Him, and be a 
Christian, is the secret of the great¬ 
est and fullest measure of happi¬ 
ness and hope that the world may 
know. To be a Christian involves 
at least the five very important 
and essential things ioliowing: (1.) 

A realization of one’s true condi¬ 
tion before God. ( 2 .) An accept¬ 
ance of God’s salvation through 
Jesus Christ. ( 3 .) Renunciation 
of the World. ( 4 .) The Exercise 
of Faith. (S.) The Translation of 
Faith into works. In view of 
these things, it mav seem hard to 
be a Christian, but the preoious- 
ness of anything to us is determln- 
ed by what it costs, and this is at 
least the Human cost of .salvation. 
Ihe joy and.hope, however, of the 
heart that is hidden with Christ in 
God, is utterly beyond the power 
of the world to give or take away, 
and as the days roll by, and heav¬ 
en comes nearer, that confidence 
to which the apostle gave utter¬ 
ance will grow deeper. “I know 
whom I have believed and 1 am 
persuaded that he is able to keeji 
that which I have committed unto 
him against that day.”

God’s purposes run through the 
ages, “A thousand years in Thy 
sight are but as yesterday when it 
is past aud as a watch in the 
night.” “Man cometh forth like a 
flower and fleeth also as a shad¬ 
ow.” Generations come and go; 
empires rise and fall, and all hu- 
man purposes perish for “the world 
passeth away” but God’s plans and 
purposes go on towards their com¬ 
pletion; they run through all the 
ages and are complete in their con¬ 
ception—they never fail.—The 
Opening and closing scene in Rev¬ 
elations brings this strongly to the 
front. Revelations opens with 
man in Paradise, it closes with 
man in Paradise. Whatever hav¬ 
oc sin hath wrought has been fore- 
seen and provided for. “Where sin 
abounded grace did much more 
abound—“From everlasting to ev 
erlastidg, thou art God.” 

God’s call. 

All through Scripture we be¬ 
hold men chosen of God and 
called to a particular work in this 
Divine plan. Thus Abel, Abra 
ham, Noah, Moses, Joshua, David, 
the Prophets, aud the Apostles are 
all chosen men to fulflli a certain 
part in this great plan of#the Al¬ 
mighty. Christ himself was the 
central figure around which they 
all moved. They are "called of 
God” into 

God’s service. 

Service often calls out and de¬ 
velops the sublimest traits of char¬ 
acter. The soldier, and the sailor 
are ofttimes called to endure, to 
staud, to suffer, and to die for their 
country. This is eminently true 
of moral and spiritual service. 
Christ says: “He that taketli not 
up his cross aud followeth after mo 
is not worthy of me.” But this 
comes with service, also its com- 
pensatioii, an experience that can 
be gained in no other school; there 
is the divine honor of such service; 
it is the noblest cause and brings 
the greatest reward. “Ho that los- 
eth his life for my sake, the same 


terialisra is another name for 
short-sightedness. It debars aud 
disallows those elements which 
make character strong and endur¬ 
ing and takes away the substance 
upon which true manhood must 
feed and grow. And what a con¬ 
trast to men of faith; men of 
spiritual imagination, who engir¬ 
dle themselves with a spiritual 
universe, men like Abraham, 
Jacob, Moses, and David—men 
who were able to rise above their 
mistakes and stumblings while on 
the earthly path, or with the 
Prophets, who saw—and made 
their contemporaries see, and all 
succeeding ages see,—“An eternal 
order of righteousness, engirdling 
this world of transient and pass¬ 
ing things.” Most of all, contrast 
them with Jesus Christ, who was 
the consummate ideal of the life of 
faith, who lived in momoutary 
communion with the unseen, and 
who, in his teachings, drew les¬ 
sons from the transient scenes of 
this life, and into the infinite 
world of spiritual reality which 
surrounds us forever. 

It was He who v/ould not let men 
rest in this world as a finality, or 
find all the motives for a higher 
integrity, on the little area of a 
merely human life. He drew 
down the eternal life into nearest 
touch with the life we are now 
livmg, and bade us remember 
that we are children of immortal¬ 
ity- . 

His parables,While pressing hard 
upon the duty of the bonr,glaHco 
off into eternal meaning. “Do the 
present duty” He told them, “But 
ready for the summons of the 
King.” This contrast oLvisioil, is 
always at our door; like the cou- 
ditlou of the poor, we have It al¬ 
ways with Us. Society divides 
this same seam of separation!—

ed by the children, the mite of the 
widows and orphans, the embryo 
of the young man’s business career, 
and the scanty earnings of the ’ 
day laborer.
